The Message 
Soon after the senate was called to 


order and the new members sworn 
In the following special message from 
the President was received: 
"I have 
called the senate In an extraordinary 
session to consider tho treaties which 
It had proved Impossible to take any 
action on during the session of con- 
gress Just ended. 
I ask your special 
attention to the treaty with the Re- 
public of Colombia, securing to the 
united States the right to build the 
Panama Canal and to the treaty with 
the Republic of Cuba for securing 
tne measure of commercial reciprocity 
.between the two countries and 
the 
great and far reaching Importance of 
these two treaties for the welfare of 
toe United States. 
The urgent need 


for their adoptelon requires me to Im- 
pose upon you the inconvenience of 


• meeting at this time."

and again in 1835.

ent era, but to support his argument 
he tries in vain to prove that Dlony- 
sltis, upon whose computation

"Mr. Forbes' theory can bo refuted 


easily and wo have to fall back upon 
tho first and unshakable statement 
that tho star of Bethlehem was a star 
—that it was Slrus, tho star of tho 
East."

Furniture Is Donated 
The flrst definite atej) toward tho 


rest room has beeu taken by the 
board of directors of the old 
Oak 


Lawn Hospital association, they hav- 
ing voted what liirnlttirc remains at 
the hospital to tne ladles of Janes- 
vllle to be used In furnishing the 
proposed rooms. 
The action of tho 


hospital directors was taken at the 
request of some of the lai.lca who are 
Interested In the new movement. 


Value of Such Rooms 


The value of the project Is two- 


fold, being of Inestimable value to tho 
women who come to the city to do 
their shopping and who have no place 
to go to rest or wait until their hus- 
bands have transacted their business 
and .ire ready to return home. 
It 


would also serve as an advertisement 
for the city and would doubtless be 
an attraction which would result In 
material benefit for the merchants of 
.the city. 


No Place to Wait 
Under the present codltlons 
the 


countrywoman wh'o accompanies her 
husband to the city has no place to 
spend her spare time unless »he has 
relatives or friends whom she wishes 
to vllt. 
Her shopping As generally 


done long before her huband Is ready 
to return home and she must cither 
wait In 'the stores where she does 
her trading or nil In the time as best 
she can. 
As a result the women uo 


not come to town ns o/ten as they 
would like to and the business In- 
terests of the city suffer correspond- 
In gly. 


While the plans have not yet taken 


definite shape. It Is probable 
that 


some such general scheme will 
be 


adopted here as In Madison where 
thu rest room has been a great sue 
cess. 
A house located near me bus 


Incss center of the city will be rout 
cd and furnished and a matron put 
In charge. 


Many Free Privileges- 
This house, with the exception of 
the matron's private rooms will be 
put at the disposal of the formers' 
wives, entirely without expense 
to 


them. 
There will be a general re- 


ception room and toilet rooms where 
the ladles may rid themselves of 
the dust and dirt of travel and rear 
range their hair. 
A rest room will 


afford the opportunity to lie down 
anil the house wilt be kept supplied 
with pood literature which the ladles 
may enjoy during their leisure time. 


Fi'ee Dining Room 


One of tnu privileges which would 


doubtless bo most highly appreciat- 
ed, would be the use of the 
dining 


room.

try visitors may bring their

solutely without charge.

For the Busy Mother 


Another advantage will be that wo 


men who arc now unable to come to 
the city to shop on account of small 
children, may leave them at the rest 
room In the charge of the matron. In 
some places a small fee Is charged for 
this extra service.

friends who chanced to be In the city 
on the same day would have a plea- 
sant place where they could enjoy 
their visit together.

Employment Agency 


In connection with the Madison 
rest room there Is an employment ag- 
ency In operation In charge of tho 
matron.

fees at any time. 
Two or 
three 


rooms are also reserved for transient 
rental to women who deslro lodging 
for a night or two, at nominal price. 
The house Is open from seven In the 
morning until six In the evening. 


Results at Madison 


The Madison rest room has been 


running since May 3. 1'JO^ -and In 
less than a year It has proved to be 
a paying Investment for the city. It 
Is under the management and direc- 
tion of the Woman's Exchange but 
the financial support Is assured 
by 


the Forty Thousand club. . Represen- 
tatives from other women's societies 
serve on the committee from 
the 


Woman's Exchange and a standing 
committee from the Forty Thousand 
club acts with this executive board. 


The majority of the business men 


cf Madison contribute to the support 
of the rest room and the entire list 
appears on the attractive announce- 
ments which were sent to every far- 
mer's home In Dane county. 
The 


merchants thus secured excellent ad- 
vertising for their generosity.

have been started are enthusiastic

company, says that until tlio plans 
have been received It will be impos- 
sible to give out any definite facts re- 
ganilng the dimensions or tho ar- 
rangement of tho plant.

size will probably be, rougnly speak- 
ing, somewhere In the neighborhood 
of 120 by 50 feet, large enough to 
answer all purposes of an unusually 
well equipped lighting and 
power 
plant. 


Great Water Power 


One of tho principal purposes In 


building the new plant Is to secure 
greater water power. 
It is through 


tho utilization of the power of the 
river that the company claims that 
It Is able to furnish lighting at n 
figure below the average In the state. 
In, the downtown plant at present 
only about one hundred and fifty 
horse power Is generated. 
With the 


new equipment that Is planned, 
it 


Is believed that seven hundred and 
fifty horse power can be secured. U 
will be done by the use of a series of 
twelve water wheels of the vertical 
turbine type. 


Whether the Ford mill will be torn 


down or moved, a way has not 
yet 


been 
decided.

Declare Letter a Forgery. 


Chief Morrlssey declared that the 


letter cited In the Wabash's bill of 
complaint was a forpery and not au- 
thorized by the committees or the la- 
bor leaders. 
He declared that the 


man who wrote It was known to the 
leaders of the strike movement and 
Intimated that he was paid to cause 
trouble between the Wabash and its 
employes. 


W. T. Irwin of Peoria, 111., and E. 


J. Penny of Cleveland. O., attorneys 
for the organizations, have arrived In 
the city. They will make the motion 
for a dissolution of the Injunction. 
Shortly after their arrival they called 
tat the courthouse and were given a 
copy of the decree Framing the in- 
junction as well as the bill on >vhlch 
the decree was granted. 


Promise Revelations.' 


Mr. Penny afterwards said revela- 


tions would be made In the motion for 
tbe dissolution of the Injunction when 
evidence would be Introduced show- 
Ing the authenticity of the letter. 


The letter urges the men to support 


the committee or the organization and 
closes with an allusion to dragging 
the Wabash flag In the dust In case 
It cannot be conquered. The letter re- 
views the alleged opposition which 
the Wabash has manifested toward or- 
ganized labor. It closes with an en- 
treaty that the Wabash flag he either 
conquered or dragged In the dirt. 


Has Nothing to Arbitrate. 


Asked If he was In favor of arbi- 


tration. Mr. Ramsey laughingly re- 
plied: "I cannot see what I have to 
arbitrate." 


Chief Mnrrlssey. asked if the em- 


ployes would be willing to arbitrate. 
said: "Our organization is pledged to 
arbitration, but In this case the great 
point at ISEUP is the Injunction and I 
certainly think we would not be will- 
ing to arbitrate our rights to ask that 
this Injunction be dissolved." 


Judge Adams declined to discuss his 


Injunction further than to say that 
the congressmen and senators
